UNIVERSITY  OF  ALBERTA  COMMITTEE  REVIEWS  INSTITUTE 

During  the  winter  semester,  a University  com- 
mittee appointed  by  Dr.  Myer  Horowitz,  Vice-Pres- 
ident (Academic),  consisting  of  Dr.  Jean  Lauber, 
Associate  Vice-President  (Academic) , (chairman) 
Dr.  Ted  Aoki,  professor.  Department  of  Secondary 
Education,  and  Dr.  Brian  Evans,  professor.  De- 
partment of  History,  reviewed  the  Institute's 
operation. 

The  report,  submitted  in  April,  was  generally 
laudatory: 

We  are  led  to  conclude  that  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Ukrainian  Institute  was  an 
imaginative  idea,  boldly  conceived,  of 
national  significance  (or  wider),  and 
that  the  unit  has  been  effectively  ad- 
ministered. The  Institute  would  appear  to 
have  established  a solid  base  of  which 
this  University  can  be  proud,  and  to  have 
a promising  future  which  should  continue 
to  be  encouraged  by  the  University  of 
Alberta  and  the  Province. 

Among  its  recommendations  were  the  following: 

That  the  Institute  continue  to  develop  on  all 
three  broad  fronts:  Ukrainian-Canadian  studies, 

Ukrainian  studies,  and  bilingual  education; 

That  the  Institute's  status  within  the  Univer- 
sity gradually  become  that  of  a unit  comparable 
to  that  of  other  departments  and  divisions; 

That  the  Department  of  Advanced  Education  rec- 
ognize the  "'regularization'"  by  adding  an  amount 
to  the  University's  grant  to  cover  the  expected 
costs  of  the  Institute  to  the  University; 

That  the  director's  performance  be  reviewed  in 
1981  and  every  five  years  thereafter; 

That  an  advisory  committee  to  the  director  be 
appointed  with  representation  from  Ukrainian  stu- 
dies, Ukrainian-Canadian  studies,  and  bilingual 
education; 

That  special  attention  be  given  to  recording 
Ukrainian-Canadian  history  from  those  still  liv- 
ing; and 

That  the  Institute  continue  to  focus  on  re- 
search with  a secondary  and  supportive  role  in 
teaching  at  the  University  level. 


The  committee  concluded: 

We  find  the  Institute  for  Ukrainian 
Studies  to  be  healthy,  to  have  accom- 
plished much  more  than  might  have  been 
expected  during  its  formative  years, 
and  to  have  a promising  future  as  a 
research  unit  at  this  University. 


IDENTIFICATIONS  CONFERENCE

THE  CANADIAN  FOUNDATION  FOR  UKRAINIAN  STUDIES 

At  a meeting  on  18  May  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Stu- 
dies Foundation,  the  latter  was  renamed  the 
Canadian  Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies  to 
give  fund-raising  a wider  appeal.  The  following 
guidelines  were  also  adopted: 

(1)  Projects  may  be  initiated  by  the  executive  of 
the  Foundation,  any  member  of  the  board  of 
directors,  the  executive  of  Ukrainian  Cana- 
dian Professional  and  Business  Federation  or 
the  directorate  of  the  Institute,  but  none 
shall  be  placed  before  a meeting  of  the 
board  without  a prior  written  assessment  by 
the  Institute's  directorate; 

(2)  All  projects  funded  by  the  Foundation  must  be 
approved  by  a two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the 
Foundation's  board  of  directors;  for  projects 
over  $50,000  a three-quarters  majority  vote 
is  necessary; 

(3)  In  principle,  projects  originating  outside 
the  Institute,  the  Foundation  or  the  Federa- 
tion shall  enjoy  a low  priority; 

(4)  The  primary  purpose  of  the  Foundation  is  to 
fund  the  publication  of  the  four-volume  al- 
phabetical "Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine"  in 
English.

THE  CIUS,  THE  FOUNDATION  AND  THE  TORONTO  CHAIR 
OF  UKRAINIAN  STUDIES 

With  the  establishment  of  the  Chair  of 
Ukrainian  Studies  at  the  University  of  Toronto 
on  29  March  1979,  questions  have  arisen  as  to 
the  relationship  of  the  chair  and  its  incorpo- 
rated body  to  the  CIUS  and  to  the  Canadian  Foun- 
dation of  Ukrainian  Studies.  The  chart  on  the 
next  page  shows  the  relationship  in  terms  of 
essential  purpose,  administration,  finance  and 
accountability . 

The  essential  difference  between  the  CIUS  and 
the  chair  is  that  the  first  is  a national  insti- 
tution in  Canada  with  projects  also  in  such 
countries  as  the  United  States,  France  and  Ger- 
many. The  impact  of  the  chair  will  be  primari- 
ly at  the  University  of  Toronto.  The  Founda- 
tion, too,  is  a national  institution  while  fund- 
raising for  the  Toronto  Chair  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  Incorporated  is  confined  to  Ontario. 

The  Institute's  national  dimension  is  demon- 
strated in  three  main  ways: 

(1)  At  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  Institute 
maintains  an  office,  which  is  in  the  charge 
of  an  associate  director,  Professor  George 
Luckyj , one-third  of  whose  time  the  Insti- 
tute purchases  from  the  Department  of  Slavic 
Languages  and  Literatures.  Under  his  direc- 
tion, staff  members  paid  by  the  Institute 
prepare  the  Journal  of  Ukrainian  Graduate 
Studies  and  the  English-language  manuscript 
for  the  alphabetical  "Encyclopedia  of 
Ukraine . " 

(2)  Since  March  1977  the  Institute  has  had  a 
Council  of  Associates  consisting  of  the  most 
senior  personnel  in  Ukrainian  studies  in 
Canada's  universities.  The  Council  meets

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The  Institute,  then,  although  situated  on  the 
campus  of  the  University  of  Alberta  and  funded  by 
the  Government  of  Alberta,  is  not  a provincial 
institution.  As  its  very  name  indicates,  it  is 
the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies, 
which  has  as  one  of  its  six  objectives:  "To 

serve  as  a national  inter-university  clearing 
house  for  Ukrainian  studies  in  Canada  by  co-ordi- 
nating programme  development  and  avoiding  dupli- 
cation in  research  and  publication."  The  Insti- 
tute itself  did  not  define  its  objectives.  They 
were  formulated  at  a national  meeting  of  indi- 
viduals engaged  in  Ukrainian  academic  studies, 
organized  by  the  Ukrainian  Canadian  Committee 
and  held  in  Winnipeg  early  in  April  1974.  It  is 
for  this  reason  that  the  Institute  advises  the 
Canadian  Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies,  anoth- 
er national  institution,  and  on  request  such 
other  centres  of  Ukrainian  studies  in  Canada  as 
wish  to  consult  it. 


UKRAINIAN  LANGUAGE  RESOURCE  CENTRE 

This  is  the  second  article  of  a three  part 
series  on  the  Ukrainian  Language  Resource  Centre. 
The  first  article  focused  on  the  audio-visual 
holdings.  This  article  features  journals  and 
reference  materials.  The  final  article  will 
describe  other  major  holdings. 

The  Ukrainian  Language  Resource  Centre  sub- 
scribes to  twenty-eight  journals — twelve  Ukrain- 
ian-language  children's  magazines,  four  Ukrain- 
ian-language  teachers'  journals,  and  twelve 
English-language  teachers'  journals.  These 
include:  Barvinok 3 Hotuis , Informatyvno-meto- 

dychnyi , lystok 3 Iunak3  Iuni  druzi3  Krylati3 
Maliatko3  Moloda  Ukraina3  Pioneriia3  Pochatkova 
shkola3  Ranok3  Ridna  shkola3  Tema3  Ukrainska 
vchytelka3  Veselka3  Alberta  Modem  Language 
Journal 3 American  Council  of  Teachers  of  Foreign 
Languages  Annals3  The  Bilingual  Joumal3  Canadian 
Modem  Language  Review 3 Heritage 3 Manitoba  Modem 
Language  Bulletin3  The  Modem  Language  Joumal3 
Multiculturalism3  and  Troubador.  In  addition, 
newsletters  of  various  organizations  and  associa- 
tions of  language  teachers  are  received.  This 
keeps  the  CIUS  well  in  touch  with  local,  national 
and  international  conferences,  workshops  and 
research . 

The  reference  books  available  in  the  Resource 
Centre  represent  a wide  variety  of  fields.  Of 
general  interest  are  Dytiacha  entsyklopediia 
(10  volumes),  Ukrainska  mala  entsyklopediia 
(16  volumes),  Ukrainska  radianska  entsyklopediia 
(2  ed.,  14  volumes),  Entsyklopediia  narodnoho 
hospodarstva  (4  volumes),  Entsyklopediia  kiber- 
netyky  (2  volumes)  and  Azbukovnyk  (2  volumes). 


The  Centre  houses  nineteen  different  dictionaries 
including  Ukrainian-English,  Russian-Ukrainian 
and  English-Ukrainian  ones,  thesauri,  and 
specialist  books  in  the  fields  of  music,  litera- 
ture, physiology,  biology,  economics,  politics, 
technology  and  law.  Phraseological,  synonym, 
orthographical  and  foreign-word  dictionaries  are 
also  available.  Teachers  are  encouraged  to  use 
these  reference  books  when  planning  lessons  in 
any  field. 

The  CIUS  also  boasts  an  attractive  collection 
of  music  books.  These  reference  books  include 
theory  books,  song  books  with  and  without  music, 
and  music  history  books . Favourites  are  Zhart- 
lyvi  pisni3  Chumatski  pisni3  Ukrainski  narodni 
pisni3  Ihry  ta  pisni3  201  Ukrainian  Folk  Songs 
and  many  more. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  collection  of  a wide 
variety  of  journals  and  reference  books  will  aid 
Ukrainian  teachers  in  upgrading  their  language 
skills  and  keeping  abreast  of  new  developments  in 
contemporary  Ukrainian  speech. 

Most  of  the  holdings  described  above  are  only 
available  for  use  in  the  Ukrainian  Language  Re- 
source Centre.  Only  in  special  instances  will 
they  be  released  from  the  Centre.  For  informa- 
tion on  hours  of  operation  call  432-2972  or  write 
to  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies, 
352  Athabasca  Hall,  University  of  Alberta, 
Edmonton,  Alberta  T6G  2E8. 


THE  CIUS  COUNCIL  OF  ASSOCIATES  MEETS 

On  23  May  the  third  annual  meeting  of  the 
Institute's  Council  of  Associates  was  held  in 
Saskatoon,  in  conjunction  with  the  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  Learned  Societies.  Forty-five  per 
cent  of  the  members  attended;  there  were  eight 
excused  absences.  The  director  welcomed  Profes- 
sors Danylo  H.  Struk  and  Nicolae  Pavliuc,  both 
of  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  newest  members 
of  the  Council. 

The  Council  remembered  the  recent,  unfortu- 
nate deaths  of  one  of  its  members.  Professor 
Constantin  Bida,  Ottawa  University,  and  Profess 
sor  Metro  Gulutsan,  a good  friend  of  the  Insti- 
tute and  a member  of  its  Advisory  Council. 

Agenda  items  included  information  on  the  for- 
mation of  the  CIUS  advisory  committee  on  language 
and  literature,  and  progress  reports  on  the  CIUS 
junior  fellows,  the  "Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine" 
project  and  the  Institute's  other  publications. 
The  director  welcomed  the  addition  of  the  Toronto 
chair  of  Ukrainian  studies  to  the  overall  devel- 
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opment  of  Ukrainian  studies  in  Canada  and  out- 
lined the  relationship  between  the  chair,  the 
Institute  and  the  Canadian  Foundation  for  Ukrain- 
ian Studies.  A reception  and  dinner  at  Marquis 
Hall  followed. 

The  Council  of  Associates  consists  of  thirty- 
eight  of  the  most  senior  members  in  Ukrainian 
studies  in  Canadian  universities.  Its  main 
purpose  is  to  help  the  Institute  implement  its 
inter-university  function. 

CONFERENCE  ON  UKRAINIAN  STUDIES  (CUS) 

The  CUS  came  into  being  in  April  1974  to  pro- 
vide special  sessions  in  Ukrainian  studies  at 
meetings  of  the  Canadian  Association  of  Slavists. 
At  the  1979  meeting,  in  Saskatoon,  CUS  sponsored 
two  sessions,  one  on  Ukrainian-Canadian  and  one 
on  Ukrainian  topics.  (Other  papers  on  Ukrainian 
subjects  were  presented  outside  the  framework  of 
CUS.) 

During  the  business  session,  there  was  general 
agreement  that  the  CUS  be  continued  with  a tight- 
er structure.  It  was  also  decided  that  the  in- 
coming executive  establish  a committee  to  develop 
plans  for  an  appropriate  recognition  by  academics 
in  Canada  of  the  millenium  of  the  introduction  of 
Christianity  in  Ukraine  in  988.  The  possibility 
of  a panel  on  Ukrainians  in  Quebec  was  raised  for 
the  CUS  in  1980.

NEW  INSTITUTE  PUBLICATION 

Ukrainian  Dumy:  Editio  Minor  has  recently 

appeared  through  the  joint  efforts  of  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  and  the 
Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute.  Intended 
for  students  of  Ukrainian  literature  and  folk- 
lore, it  contains  representative  texts  of  thirty- 
three  dumy  with  line-by-line  English  translation 
by  George  Tarnawsky  and  Patricia  Kilina.  In  the 
"Introduction,"  Dr.  Natalie  K.  Moyle  explains 
the  genre:  "Ukrainian  dumy , the  folk  heroic 

epics  of  Cossack  Ukraine,  speak  of  glorious 
deeds  in  battle.  They  tell  of  heroes  who  con- 
quer three  hundred,  six  hundred  and  even  nine 
hundred  of  the  Tatar  enemy  single-handedly. 

They  describe  loyalty  to  comrades  and  self- 
sacrifice  for  the  good  of  others  and  for  the 
prosperity  of  Ukraine.  They  tell  of  men  who 
endure  enormous  pain  and  still  keep  fighting 
for  the  sake  of  their  homeland.  They  convey 
a simple,  down-to-earth  ethic  of  recognizing  a 
person  for  what  he  is,  rather  than  for  the  money, 
fine  clothes  or  social  status  he  possesses. 

They  extol  the  virtues  of  freedom  and  eloquently 
proclaim  that  it  is  the  most  desirable  thing  on 
earth.  Yet,  through  the  majority  of  these 
narratives,  there  runs  a current  of  pessimism 
and  tragedy."

THESIS  ABSTRACTS  AVAILABLE 

The  CIUS  has  compiled  a file  of  102  abstracts 
of  B.A.,  M.A.,  M.Ed.  and  Ph.D.  theses  pertinent 
to  Ukrainian-Canadian  development.  While  a num- 
ber of  the  theses  have  dealt  with  the  group  only 
marginally,  the  majority  of  studies  have  focused 
directly  on  the  Ukrainian  Canadians.  Past  activ- 
ity has  included  the  fields  of  history,  political 
science,  sociology,  geography,  anthropology,  lan- 
guage, linguistics  and  literature.  The  CIUS  file 
can  be  consulted  by  researchers  upon  request.
